HOW TO DRY FABRICS. 
A silk dress, kimono or garment 
that has not been ripped apart should 
be wrung as dry as possible. Then 
slip over a coat hanger that has been 
well padded with old muslin. Then 
stuff the sleeves and body of the gar­ 
ment with old muslin or tkssue paper, 
so that there will be no two layers 
of fabric touching and wateh care­ 
fully m it dries. 
Sometimes when 
one detects a line tiiat looks sus- 
piclou.sly dark it is possible to rub the 
cloth in the hands thoroughly and 
then strip down to remove any sur­ 
plus moisture. 
Curtaln.s and flat pieces should be 
laid on old muslin until they begin 
to dry and then rolled up with the 
muslin. Pecs.“» out before thoroughly 
dry. 
Curtains, cushloms, draperle.s, couch 
spreads and ribbons are ea.sily dyed 
and there is no excu.se for using those 
that are faded or out of harmony 
with wallpaper or other furnishings. 
Even a small rag rug can be succes.s- 
fully dyed to match new draperies 
in a bedroom. 
Without bleaching with the javclle 
water, one can get a particularly 
beautiful shade of purple by dyeing 
a blue fabric in a ro.se colored dvr 
The depth of shade will depend upon 
the time fabric i.s left in the dye and 
upon its original Ci^or. 
If a red, 
yellow and blue dye .are mixed In 
equal proportions, a gray dye is the 
result. 
By mixing different blends 
of red and yellow one can get the 
various flame and yellow .shades and 
an especially pretty copper color for 
draperies and ru.shlons. 
If a soft 
flame color is desired, add a little 
blue. 
Mixtures of blue and yellow 
give the various .shade.s of green, the 
shade depending upon the amount of 
each color used. 
A lovely brown can be secured from 
a dye made from butternut hulls; 
indigo is used for blue; salfron wiH 
give a yellow .shade, and strong 
coffee, carefully strained, will tint 
window curtains mast artistically. In 
drying, c.special tare must be taken 
to have the fabric dry a.s quickly as 
possible and to hang .so that no two 
pieces touch each other.

It takes from 
a day to a week for a saw to cut 
through a rough .stone. 
The cut stone goe.s to a polisher, 
wlio work.s at, a whirling cast iron 
plate like a phonograph disc, putting 
on the stone the fifty-eight faces 
which mo.st fini.shed diamonds have. 
Tlie Rtone.s get red lint as the iron 
face of the disc rubs against them, 
and tlic frictional hum of the grind­ 


ing throws its countermelody against 
the chorus of the singing workmen. 
When they have been cut and faced 
and polished, so that they gleam like 
concentrated sunlight through an 
April rain, they go to,another room 
to be weighed and listed and sent out 
to Jewelers.

No Longrer Guesswork 


Guesswork is foreign to modern 
cooking 
methods. 
Such scientific 
contrivances as oven regulators and 
temperature controls have made the 
modern housewife far more efficient 
tlian wa.-! her grandmother who was 
.sftti.'ifled in selecting a cut of meat, 
placing it ^ an oven and ro«,stlng 
It until it had reached a certain de- 
grce of tenderness and until the sur­ 
face had rearhcd the de.slred .shade 
of brown. 
Thl.s incrensed efficiency 
in the methods employed by the 
housewife ha.s made her meat dishes 
far more attractive and flavorsome 
than formerly. 
Today, the housewife realizes that 
particular cuts of meat require par-j 
ticlar methods of cooking. 
Because 
different cuts from the .same animal j 
may vary somewliat In tendemes.s and 
i palatabllity. .she knows that her meth- 


j ods of preparation mu.st neces.sarily; 
vary. Tills is c.specially true of cuts 
from the beef carcass, 
i

j der, for example, should not be cooked 


I the .same way ns the rib roa.st. Tlie 
carving of a blade roa.st will be sim­ 
plified If the butcher removes the 
blade bone. To prepare a blade roost,

dye recommended for such fabrics. If 
material is of silk stitched with cot­ 
ton, it is best to use an all-fabric 
dye if po&sible, and this should al­ 
ways be done if there is a thread of 
cotton in the silk or wool to be dyed. 
Heavy fabrics should be ripped be­ 
fore any attempt is made to dye 
them, this being especially true of 
gathers, 
hems, 
sewed-on 
pockets, 
bandings, etc. 
As to the utensils used, if several 
pounds of fabric are to be dyed at 
one time use a wash boiler, but for 
a blouse, a pair of lightweight cur­ 
tains or draperies, spreads, a dish- 
pan will do quite as well. Two or I 
three smooth sticks with wliich to 
lift the goods from the dye bath at 
frequent intcrv’als also are necessary., 
irSE COLOR SAMPLES. 
! 
Before putting in the goods put In 
two or three small .samples of the 
same material, keeping them in one 
corner of the pan or boiler where they 
can be easily found. When the goods 
has been in the dye as long a.<= the di­ 
rections specify lift one of the sam­ 
ples, drop it in a pan of cold w’ater, 
then in a second pan, press or wring 
as dry as possible and hold it up to 
the iight. 
Tliis will give you the 
shade of the goods when dried and 
ironed. 
A wet sample not held to 
the light will be darker than your 
fabric when dried and pressed. 
When the fabric is In the dye pot 
do not press it down against the bot­ 
tom of the pot, but keep it floating, 
and upon lifting it from the pot 
plunge it directly into a pan of cold 
water and rln.se immediately.

tinue the rinsing process until no color 
shows in the water, pressed out. 
If the material is cotton, linen or 
wool it may be put through a clothes 
wringer to remove as much of the last 
rinsing water as possible.

o f what Is no w Mo unt Washingto n, 
to a depth o f 5,000 feet, o ver a per­ 
io d o f 35,000 years. He .said the ice 
cap actually co nsisted o f two caps, 
o ne o f appro x imately 400 square 
miles, and the o ther o f 300 square 
miles.

ICE CAP IS SECEDING. 
The ice cap is ‘Tecedlng." acco rd­ 
ing to Macmillan, thus settling a 
questio n lo ng In the minds o f sci­ 
entists. who have been anx io us to 
kno w whether it was receding o r ad­ 
vancing. Pho to graphs o f the ice cap 
were made by the ex peditio n fo r 
co mpariso n with o ther pho to graphs to 
be made o n nex t summer’s ex peditio n 
to definitely cstablLsh that the ice 
cap is gro wing smaller. 
Nex t year the party will "stake" 
o ut with ro ck cairns the o utermo st 
edge o f the ice cap. so scientists in 
the future can determine with ac­ 
curacy the rate o f recessio n o r ad­ 
vancement.

Mo b Rule the Issue a t Ga sto nia . 


T he strife and lawlessness now centering 
about G astonia, N. C„ are not unfam iliar de­ 
v elopm ents In industrial area*. Friction, grow­ 
ing into sabotage and mob v iolence, has fea­ 
tured contests ov er wages and working condi­ 
tions in other parts of this country. And there 
m ust not be ov erlooked the strife, w ith « '■ 
tem pted or actual destruction of m achinery, 
w hich m arked the v irtual beginning of the 
m odern industrial era in England. 
W hat has 
been going on around G astonia and w hat hap­ 
pened earlier this year in other textile centers 
of N orth Carolina. Tennessee and South C aro­ 
lina, perhaps was bound to coifie, sooner or 
later, in that section of the countiy. 
T he industrialization of the South has been 
n rapid process. 
It is a dev elopment tha t has 
come far too quickly to perm it the establish­ 
m ent of wages and working condition^ equiv a­ 
lent to those in other sections. 
Besides, there 
were local fa cto rs-cheaper liv ing costs and an 
abundant supply of labor not prev iously em ­ 
ployed industrially—which tended to hold wages 
down and continue the elev en or 12-hour day 
a lte r it had been abandoned elsewhere. It was 
to be expected tha t labor leader» m ight leel 
lha t the lack of organization among the mill 
workers was a t the heart of the situation. 


B ut the uniop workers who went into the 
G astonia region and those who attem pted mill 
labor organization in Tennessee and South C aro­ 
lina were radically different in methods and 
aims. It was the textile union affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor that soug.it 
by reasonable means to organize the employees 
m the latter states; but. it was the more ex­ 
trem e type ot so-called Communist agitator 
who inv aded the North Carolina field. W hile 
there was Iriction in the other states, it was 
i.othing comparable to tlic outbreaks tha t hav e 
come in the G astonia district. 
Local resentm ent a t the interference of out- 
. ¡dc and alleged '•Red'* agitators can be under­ 
stood. But it docs not justify the wav e of law ­ 
lessness tha t has swept ov er the district. Mob 
action whatev er its excuse, is a m enace to the 
well-being of any community. 
The law en- 
iorcem ent authorities about G astonia are con­ 
fronted w ith a serious problem. 
T he situa ­ 
tion ev en may be beyond their control. 
B ut 
it is not beyond control by the state and the 
national guard. 
The lawlessness ought to be 
suppressed, if it should be uecessary to call 
out ev ery guard unit in North C arolina to do 
it. T he issue of law and order is abov e ev ery 
iher question inv olv ed in a badly compli- 
acd situation. 


Co ng ress Sho uld n't Overwo rk . 


Senator Jones of W ashington ev idently has 
i erroneous v iew of congress. 
He seems to 
„hink tha t when it is In session, ev en one 
branch of it, som ething ought to be accom ­ 
plished. 
On tha t point the country long has 
been disillusioned, and it is probable the W ash- 
inston senator will be set right on the m atter. 
The other day, for example, he tried repeat­ 
edly to get action on a resolution hav ing to do 
w ith transfer of the prohibition unit from the 
treasury to the departm ent of justice. On one 
ground or another, he m et repeated opposition. 
Finally, Senator Moses cleared up the situa­ 
tion by asking in surprise w hat occasion there 
could be for hurry. 
Also, the house was not 
in session, he said, therefore he objected to ac­ 
tion. Had the house been in session, com plaint 
m ight hav e come from tha t body tha t the 
senate was wasting time. 
So why hurry? 
W hy, indeed? The country certainly doesn't 
expect it. 
W hat it w ants is tha t congress 
should take care of itself ancl be on its guard 
against ov erwork. 
In that particular, a t lea^st, 
there probably will be a response to public 
dem and.

E ng­ 
land seems, indeed, under the fierce heat of 
Epstein’s personality, about to become alm ost 
as artistic a nation as France. 
T he French 
identify any new expression in a rt whenev er 
It appears and at once rev ile it. Mlhct* Corot, 
M anet, Monet. Degas, Cezanne, G auguin and 
scores of others were either despised or neg­ 
lected, or assaulted and driv en out of a rt 
society. 
The French knew a rt when they saw 
li and raged against it until their own e n ­ 
lightened clique or the outside world had

In England since the pre-R aphaelite days,

Charles 
Dickens 
denounced

"C arpenter s Shop" w ith the honest fury of 
t 
Carlyle, and since R hskin accused W histler of 
throw ing a pot of pain t in tlie face of the 
public, the 
public 
has become too m ealy- 
m outhed altogether. Jam es Bone w rites in the 
New York Tim es m agazine. 
Fortunately, Ep­ 
stein arriv ed, and a surprising num ber of peo­ 
ple awoke, or were awakened, to find tha t they 
took an interest in art in Epstein's case—and 
w anted to hav e it stopped. 
T he two statuary groups, "N ight" and "Day." 
which he has just completed ov er the portals 
of the two m ain entrances to C harles Holden's 
underground railways house in W estm inster, 
hav e aroused the strongest disapprov al not 
only from the av erage m an of the street, but 
fiom m any persons of acknowledged culture 
and taste. 
It is an open secret tha t the direc­ 
tors of the com pany were pressed to liav e 
them remov ed, and it is an open secret tha t 
some of the directors needed no pressure to take 
such a v iew. 
Learned authorities on Assyrian 
a rt and archaic a rt generally hav e denied tha t 
there is any sim ilarity between Mr. E pstein’s 
work an d the works of archaic antiquity, or 
of really good Negroid a rt. There is no getting 
aw ay from it. 
We hav e 
to rate Epstein as an 
original a rtist who has arriv ed "bringing his 
sheav es w ith him ." 


THE END OF THE FIRST ROUND 
rrom the New York World. 
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usually holds a little court there. 
W hen he 
goes off on a journey he packs his things 
around him . and only by his unusually bulky 
appearance do his friends know tha t Epstein 
is on a Journey. 
Epstein's earliest works in London are the 
full-length figures set in Adams & H olden's 
building for the B ritish Medical Association In 
the S tran d . 
Here, w ith characteristic daring, 
ycung Epstein set out, in groups of im agina­ 
tiv e figures, to symbolize the life of m an in 
m any stages. 
On account of the spacing, the 
groups had to be crowded together, and the 
effect in its rhythm of perpendicular figures 
is rich and m ysterious like a G othic screen. 
T he figures are of Portland stone, a m aterial 
in which Epstein has now done m uch of his 
im portant work, set on a gray granite building 
which 
has darkened, while 
the stone 
has 
w hitened In the tw enty-three years of London 
w eather. 
T his work is more picturesque than 
any of his o ther architectural sculpture, and 
the influence of R odin suggests itself. 


riGURES CAUSED A SENSATION. 
T he figures are in the middle of the build­ 
ing and their nudity m ight hav e passed w ith 
no m ore atten tio n than tha t giv en to other 
architectural sculpture, but it happened tha t 
the N ational Vigilance Society’s offices were 
in a building opposite the structures and on the 
sam e lev el, and the distressed society took 
prom pt steps to mov e the authorities to act. 
Ev ening papers on the lookout for sensation 
got righteously to work and soon the hun t was 
up. Em barrassed policemen, notebook in hand, 
were observ ed on the scaffolding m aking their 
inv estigations while adm iring crowds observ ed 
them from below. 
T he B ritish M edical Association became a 
little alarm ed, but when the pressure upon 
them was a t its height, a m em orandum signed 
by m any distinguished professors of art and 
by gallery director? and artists was laid be­ 
fore them . 
As professional m en the associa­ 
tion did not act against professional opinion 
on its own subject 
So the v igilants had to 
obscure their windows and the indignant news­ 
papers turned to report the details of the 
div orce cases. 
Next cam e the Oscar Wilde memorial, whlcn 
Epstein was commissioned by a com m ittee to 
design. 
In this m em orial he found an image 
to express a creator of beauty and a m utineer 
against life He cut from the face of a 40-ton 
block of stone a flying figure w ith horizontal 
wings, mov ing w ith sw iftness through the air, 
not up toward the heav ens, but parallel to the 
earth. 
T he whole effect is of som ething re- 
xPaled In the stone, not of a m an tha t looks 
like a stone, but of a stone tha t looks like a 
m an. 
T he proud, worn eyes of the figure, the close, 
straight, sharp, unsoaring lines of the wings 
ionm ng a beautiful enrichm ent, an d the clear, 
strange im agery of the small figures—of Env y.

LIKE CRF.ATURES FROM THE EARTH. 
His underground railways groups seemed to 
m any like strange creatures in the recesses of 
the earth tha t had come up through their 
shafts.

So unflattering a description of the position 
in which he would place him self Is good ev i­ 
dence tha t President Gil has no intention of 
getting into it. 
And to add force to his dec­ 
laration, Gil says tha t the recent bloodshed 
brought about by rev olt should be a rem inder 
to patriotic M exicans tha t strict adherence to 
the form s of constitutional law is the only 
salv ation for their country. 
Behind this declaration of Portes Gil is the 
shadow of Calles. who set the exam ple by rc- 
iusing to take adv antage of the confusion cre­ 
ated by the assassination of Obregon to per­ 
petuate him self in office. 
And Calles is the 
ham m er w ith which Mexico crushed the rev o­ 
lution upon the anv il of the constitution. 
T he U nited S tates m ay not approv e of all 
Mexican gov ernm ent policies where they con­ 
flict w ith international rights, but it is a sa t­ 
isfaction to hav e a stable gov ernm ent to d is­ 
cuss differences of opinion w ith when they 
arLse.
